Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "180", "200". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schaaf (US 
Pat No 5,470,466). 
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Schaaf teaches at least one magnet (A) to separate magnetic particles by 
particle-clinging to a non-magnetic removable sheath (B) around the magnet so that 
removal of the magnet from the sheath permits easy cleaning of the particles off the 
sheath (Fig. 3). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -26 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Per claims 1-22, while it is known in the art to provide first reservoir means, 
gravity means, retrieving means, outlet means (see US Pat No 2,099,061 to Gordon) 
and it is known in the art to provide a vertical cylinder within a reservoir (see US Pat No 
3,688,781 to Talley, Jr.), in the examiner's opinion, the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest combining the known elements to derive the instant invention as recited. 

Per claims 23-26, while it is known in the art to provide a system including means 
for providing a smaller reservoir inside a larger reservoir, the smaller reservoir having 
means to remove cleaner portions of solvent to the larger reservoir, and means to 
remove and clean the smaller reservoir (see US Pat No 2,099,061 to Gordon) , in the 
examiner's opinion, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest recirculating the solvent 
as recited.
